The  infantile  mortality  rate  tf$s  36.99,  which  is  extremely 
low,  approximating  the  lowest  record-ad  rate  for  the  Borough, 
which  was  36.3  in  1927. 

MATERNAL  MOR  TAP ITY ; 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  4.11  as  com¬ 
pared  with  4.05  and  3.048  for  the  two  preceding  years. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES: 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  was  remarkably  low  and  there  were  no  outbreaks  of 
formidable  epidemic  disease.  During  the  year,  945  notifi¬ 
cations  were  received  -  Europeans  538,  Coloureds  37,  Natives 
199,  Asiatics  172.  lor  table  showing  incidence  and  mortality 
of  the  various  infectious  diseases  see  Appendix. 

scarlet  never  : 

Total  notifications  44,  were  15  less  than  in  the  previous 
Scar.  One  death  occurred  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
This  patient,  an  imported  case  from  the  South  Coast,  was  found 
I  On  admission  to  be  suffering  from  Secondary  Malignant  Enao- 
Joaraitis.  Complications  of  Scarlet  lever  are  extremely  rare  in 
l^his  area.

DIPHTHERIA: 

The  total  notifications  -  numbered  92  -  as  compared  with 
80  in  the  previous  year. 

As  a  rule  Borough  cases  were  admitted  in  the  early  stages 
of  the  disease,  but  patients  from  ex-borough  areas  were  often 
admitted  in  an  dclvanced  stage  of  the  disease.

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ENTERIC  FEVER  : 

During  the  last  7  years  the  average  number  of  Borough 
notifications  of  Enteric  Fever  was  66,  all  races. 

During  1930,  sixty-three  cases  were  notified*  of  which 
40  were  Europeans,  The  source  of  infection  in  rear ly  every 
instance  remained  obscure. 

Mild  "missed"  cases  and  'carriers’  of  the  disease, 
particularly  among  Non -Europeans,  constitute  the  main  source 
of  infection.  The  main  enemies  of  infection  for  Europeans ,  are 
believed  to  be  unwashed  fruit  and  vegetables,  obtained  from 
streq-hawkers.  The  deplorably  unhygienic  method  of  distribut¬ 
ing  those  commodities  which  obtains  at  the  Indian  ’Morning 
Market'  must  be  held  suspect  of  causing  a  large  proportion  of 
the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  and  Dysentery.

TYPHUS  FEVER  : 

During  the  year  seventeen  European  cases  were  notified,  nine 
of  whom,  investigation  showed,  had  contracted  the  disease  within 
the  Borough.  Of  the  remainder,  four  entered  the  Borough  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  treatment,  while  two  Borough  r esidents  became  infected 
in  the  Camperdown  magisterial  area. 

Native  Eotificiations  numbered  three  -  all  imported.  Two 
resided  in  the  suburban  area  and  the  third  case  sickened  on  the 
day  of  arrival  from  Pondoland,  where  the  disease  is  endemic. 

It  is  of  interest  that  three  European  cases  belonged  to  a 
family  residing  in  the  Point  district,  whilst  four  were  directly 
or  indirectly  connected  with  the  Port  area.  The  disease  was 
mild  in  character.

Ho  case  of  this  disease  was  reported  during  the  your, 
onsiderable  anxiety  was  felt  in  connection  with  the  possioilit ies  of 
mallpox  infection  entering  from  the  Port  asea. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  cases  of  smallpox  were 
.anded  at  East  African  ports  from  British  India  Mail  Steamers,  calling 
subsequently  at  Port  Natal.  In  no  instance  fortunately,  did  a  case  of 
Smallpox  occur  within  the  Borough.  A  deck  passenger  of  the  so  'Khandalla 
seveloped  a  mild  attack  of  Smallpox,  modified  by  vaccination  during  the

ERYSIPELAS. 

There  were  14  cases  of  Erysipelas  notified,  including  two 
imported  cases.  Ten  cases  occurred  among  the  European  popu¬ 
lation. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL: 


The  completion  of  two  20  bed  cubicle  ward  blocks  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Congella,  has  considerably  supplemented  the 
isolation  facilities  for  the  Borough.  These  well-constructed 
blocks  are  designed  to  meet  isolation  requirements  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  modern  practice  and  are  utilised  for  the  reception  of 
European  cases  only.  The  former  European  wards  have  been  partly 

converted  for  the  use  of  Non-European  patients. 

Isolation  accommodation  is  at  present  adequate  for  all  classes 

of  the  populace  and  even  an  extensive  epidemic  should  be  readily 
coped  with.  Further  progress  with  the  Council* s  New  Isolation 
Hospital  scheme,  which  included  in  its  programme  the  erection  of 
a  Nurses*  Home  and  New  Administration  block,  has  not  been  proceed¬ 
ed  with  pending  negotiations  with  the  Provincial  Authorities  to¬ 
wards  the  formulation  of  a  co-ordinated  policy  of  hospitalisation 
for  the  Borough  under  one  administrative  control. 

No  practical  solution  was  arrived  at  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  it  would  now  transpire  that  the  Provincial  Executive  is  de¬ 
sirous  of  obtaining  land  for  the  Addington  Site  and  does  not  favour 
the  erection  of  such  in  close  proximity  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
as  originally  suggested. 


DISINFECTING  STATION/. 
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PIS  II^ECTING  STATION: 

During  the  y oar  756  rooms  wore  disinfected  and  19,878 
articles  were  washed  ana  disinfected  in  connection  with  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  on  private  premises;  43,128  articles  wore 
washed  and  disinfected  for  the  Municipal  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  some  20,332  articles  were  cleansed  in  connection  with 
Typhus  lever  precautions. 

AMBULANCE  REMOVES:

The  Tullis  Washing  Machine  has  given  every  satisfaction 
ana  has  been  of  valuable  assistance  in  speeding  up  the  work  of 
£he  station. 

It  has  been  suggested  that,  in  the  event  of  the  new 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  being  completed  in  accordance  with 
the  original  scheme,  the  Disinfecting  Station  should  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  a  site  in  close  proximity  or  adjoining  the  said  hos¬ 
pital.  A  daily  launary  and  disinfecting  service  could  then  b® 
instituted  for  the  hospital,  which  would  render  the  carrying 

of  large  stocks  of  bedding,  etc.,  unnecessary  and  also  reduce 
transportation  charges. 

TUBERCULOSIS: 

Among  Europeans,  the  incidence  of  this  disease  con- 

i 

tinues  low,  but  among  Non -Europeans ,  especially  Natives. the 
disease  continues  to  incrase  in  prevalence.  The  lack  of 

adequate  housing  accommodation  operates  in  the  case  of  both 

Natives  and  Indians  as  an  important  factor  in  the  causation 

of  this  disease.  Improper  dietary,  lack  of  recreational  and 

educational  facilities  can  be  definitely  added  to  the  list  of 

stresses  which  lower  the  pphysiological  resistance  of  the 

Native  to  this  disease.  Lack  of  accommodation  for  isolating 

chronic  infectious  Native  Tuberculot ics  undoubtedly  increases 

the  opportunities  for  massive  infection. 

The  characteristic  form  of  the  disease  in  the  3ulu 

is  a  rapidly-progressive  pulmonary  lesion,  causing  a  50  per 

cent  case-mortality  within  an  average  period  of  six  months. 

iibroid  phthisis  is,  however,  not  unknown  and  is  believed  to 
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bo  on  the  increase.  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  raro  in  Non- 

Europeans.  Tho  groat  majority  of  all  non-European  cases  of 

Tuberculosis  como  to  light  in  tho  wards  of  tho  General  Hospital. 

Nifty  por  cent  of  tho  Native  cases  die  within  an  average  of  16 

days  of  admission  to  Hospital.  Tho  surivivors  are  discharged  - 

being  still  in  an  actively  or  potentially  infectious  state 

after  an  average  in-residence  of  36  days. 

Serious  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  problem  of 

combating  Tuberculosis  among  Non-Europeans.  Little  progress  has 

been  made  in  regard  to  proposals  for  increasing  isolation 

facilities  for  Natives,  despite  a  strong  plea  for  joint  action 

as  between  the  Province  and  Local  Authorities.  The  housing, 
al 

recreat ion/and  educational  needs  of  Native  and  Indians  have  boon 
considered,  but  no  practical  schemes  have  so  far  emerged.  The 
Council,  however,  has  serious  limitations  to  face  An  its  lack  of 
lana  suitable  for  Non -European  housing  and  the  absence  of  a 

spirit  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  other  local  authorities 
concerned  in  housing  and  hospitalization. 

Conservation  of  Native  health  as  an  economic  asset,  must 
needs  be  given  the  practical  consideration  it  merits.  In  this 
connection,  nothing  so  clearly  manifests  the  incompleteness  of 
prevailing  conceptions  so  much  as  the  problems  of  Tuberculosis 
and  Venereal  Disease.  The  sub-joined  tables  show  the  prevalence 
of  Tuberculosis.

VENEREAL  DISEASE: 

Among  Europeans  this  is  not  a  problem  calling  for  special 
attention,  beyond  the  improvement  of  existing  accommodation  for 
in-patient  treatment  at  the  General  Hospital.  Increased 
facilities  for  the  treatment  of  Non-European  and  especially 
Native  cases  are  however,  clearly  necessary^  as  part  of  a  com¬ 
prehensive  scheme  of  improved  hospital  services. 

As  in  the  case  of  Tuberculosis,  the  social,  economic  and 
hygienic  factors  presently  operative  in  Native  life  are  para¬ 
mount  considerations  calling  for  betterment.  The  table  showing 
the  numoer  of  cases  treated  during  the  year  appears  in  the 
appendix. 

PLAGUE : 

Since  1912,  no  case  of  Plague  has  occurred  in  the  Borough. 
Anti-^l— gue  precautions  are,  however,  consistently  maintained, 
in  the  form  of  measures  for  Rat  Destruction,  and  indirectly  by 
means  of  the  rat-proofing  of  stores,  the  '’building-out"  of  rats 
and  control  of  tho  keeping  of  animals  including  poultry. 
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Bye-laws  for  the  latter  purpose  were  promulgated,  during  the 
year.  In  the  ’Building-out"  of  rats,  close  co-operation  is 
being  maintained  with  the  Department  supervising  the  erection 
and  alteration  of  buildings. 

Anti-plague  precautions  along  the  area  contiguous  to 
the  wharves  are  carried  on  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Port 
Health  Department.

OTHER  COMMUNICABLE  OR  PREVENTABLE  DISEASES: 

MALARIA: 

In  the  late  summer  months  of  1929,  a  severe  epidemic 
of  Malaria  occurred  on  the  North  Coast  of  Natal  and  Zululand. 
The  epidemic,  however,  did  not  affect  the  Borough,  although 
hundreds  of  active  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospitals  and  Nurs¬ 
ing  Homes  within  the  Borough. 

The  low-lying  swampy  areas  in  the  Durban  area  were, 
however,  known  to  be  potential  breeding-places  of  Anopheles 
mosquitoes,  and  in  the  suburbs  lying  to  the  north  and 
of  the  Borough,  a  fair  amount  of  Malaria  was  known  to  have 
occurred  during  1929. 

Anophelines  were  not  discovered  in  swampy  areas  in 
the  Borough,  and  the  usual  routine  measures  of  temporary 
control  sufficed  to  keep  the  Borough  free  of  Malaria. 

Parly  in  the  summer  of  1929-30,  however,  Anophelines 
were  found  to  be  breeding  freely  in  the  Eastern  Vlei,  Race¬ 
course  and  Umgeni  Valley.  Energetic  steps  were  taken  to 

/  intensify. . 
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intensify  control  measures,  the  suburban  authorities  were  warned 

of  the  danger  threatening  the  whole  Greater  Durban  area  and 
to 

invited/co-operate  with  the  Borough  in  a  concerted  Drive  againet 
the  Anopheles. 

As  a  result,  a  Joint  Advisory  Committee  was  formed,  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  health  officers  of  the  various  suburban  Health 
Boards  and  those  of  the  Borough.  The  whole  region  was  care¬ 
fully  surveyed,  Anopheles-breeding  foci  located,  and  a  system 
of  intensified  control  immediately  commenced.  With  the 
exception  of  South  Coast  Junction,  where  administrative 
difficulties  impeded  matters  somewhat,  the  clearing,  draining 
and  oiling  of  swamps  proceded  apace  -  too  late,  however,  to 
prevent  the  occurrence  of  fever  in  the  low-lying  parts  of 
Green -wood  Park,  South  Coast  Junction  and  the  Borough. 

So  far  as  the  Borough  was  concerned,  there  was  at  no 
time  anything  approaching  epidemic  prevalence  -  the  outbreaks 
were  strictly  localized  to  districts  abutting  the  swampy  ground, 
e.g.  Umgeni  Road,  Greyville  and  a  few  localities  in  the  Umbilo 
district. 

Careful  investigation  of  localized  outbreaks  revelaed 
Anopheles  nurseries  in  the  most  unexpected  -  and  apparently 
trivial  -  situations.  SSfell  seepage  areas  -  in  one  case  deriv¬ 
ing  from  the  effluent  of  a  water-powered  refrigerator  -  we re 
found  to  be  the  most  prolific  sources  of  breeding.  Our  know¬ 
ledge  of  Anopheline  to^aphy  was  very  materially  enlarged  by 
our  experience  of  the  1930  Malaria  season. 

Notification  of  Malaria,  authorised  in  January,  1930, 
for  the  duration  of  the  season,  was  of  immense  value  in 
facilitating  our  survey  of  Anopheles  nurseries  and  in  Malaria 
control  generally. 

The  disease  was  miU&  in  character  and  of  the  Benign 
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quinine  given  twice  daily  preceded  by  an  alkali.  In  severe 
cases,  only  intravenious  therapy  was  employed,  in  addition 
to  usual  collapse  treatment.

The  catchment  area  draining  to  the  storage  reservoir 
at  Camperdown  ie  172  square  milee  in  extent.  An  additional 
catchment  of  138  square  miles  drains  to  the  new  storage 
reservoir  at  Shongweni,  A  further  area  of  33  square  miles 
drains  to  the  Intake,  making  an  aggregate  of  345  square  miles.

The  supply  in  the  river  and  tributaries  from  such  an 
extensive  catchment  aroa  is  of  course  subject  to  pollution, 
but  almost  all  the  human  habitations  are  situated  at  such 
distances  from  streams  as  renders  them  innocuous,  and  in  any 
case,  the  purification  system  provides  complete  protection. 
The  Corporation  ia  empowered  by  the  Durban  Waterworks  Con¬ 
solidation  Act  No.  24  of  1921  to  tako  drastic  measures  if 
necessary  to  prevent  serious  contamination.

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PURIFICATION: 

When  necessary  the  raw  water  is  treated  with  Alumina 
Sulphate  for  the  purpose  of  sedimentation  before  Filtration, 

Slow  aand  filters  are  in  operation  at  both  the 
Umlaas  and  Coedmore  Works,  and  the  new  Shongweni  Scheme  has 
the  rapid  gravity  type. 

In  all  cases  the  effluent  from  the  filters  is  ster¬ 
ilised  by  treatment  with  liquid  chlorine  on  the  most  modern 
principles  and  with  completely  effective  results. 

CONSUMPTION. 

The  average  daily  consumption  is  in  the  vicinity  of 
100,000,000  gallons,  aid  the  actual  capacity  of  the  existing 
works  Is  approximately  15,000,000  gallons. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS : 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations 
are  made  in  the  laboratory  situated  at  Northdene  Filters, 
while  weekly  independent  tests  are  made  at  the  Government 
Laboratory  in  Durban.  The  standard  of  bacteriological 
purity  is  that  Bacillus  Coli  should  be  absent  in  100  CoC. 
and  the  percentage  results  on  analysis  bear  comparison 
with  .the  best  in  the  world. 


The  statistical  and  technical  information  in  the  fore¬ 
going  is  supplied  by  the  Borough  Water  Engineer,  who  is 
solely  responsible  for  the  control  of  the  water-supply 
system  throughout. 

Samples  are  taken  weekly  by  the  Health  Department,  from 
different  points  in  the  distribution  system,  and  submitted 
for  dual  analysis  to  the  Government  Pathological  Laboratory,, 

The  results  of  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  analy¬ 
sis  of  these  samples  have  been  uniformly  satisfactory. 

Fair  average  reports  are  submitted  herewith. 


AVERAGE/, 
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NIGHTSOIL,  SLQPWATER  &  REPUSE : 

Night so il : -  The  whole  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  a  small 

area  in  Umbilo  District,  and  isolated  premises  at  the  Blue 
Lagoon  and  Old  hart,  is  served  by  water-borne  sewerage.  The 
night-soil  is  collected  every  second  night  in  tank-carts  and 
discharged  in  special  sewer  manholes.  Pail-closets  of  fairly 
good  type  having  concrete  floor,  are  used.  The  pails  are 
single,  consisting  of  ordinary  galvanized  iron-coated  with 
tar.  After  being  emptied,  they  are  rinsed  and  scrubbed  with 
disinfectant  solution.  Where  sewerage  is  not  available,  slop- 
water  is  discharged  into  street  channels. 

NIGHT-SOIL  REMOVAL.

REFUSE: 

All  residential  areas  are  served  thrice  weekly, 
whilst  hotels  and  business  premises  are  served  daily.  Scotch 
carts  collect  the  refuse,  which  is  disposed  of  by  Controlled 
Tipping,  i.e.  covered  with  sand  or  earth  daily.  Ply-gum,  fl# 
poison  bait,  ana  poison  sprays  are  freely  used  to  control 
flies.  Poisoning  and  gassing  of  rats  are  carried  out  as 
occasion  requires.  43,530  gallons  of  poison-mixture  were  used 
in  connection  with  fly-prevention  at  the  various  tips. 

A  small  proportion  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  in 
the  Point  Refuse  Destructor,  the  remainder  is  used  for  re¬ 
claiming  swampy  areas  within  the  Borough.

MILK  SUPPLIES: 

Supervision  of  dairies  supplying  raw  milk  is  carried 
out  by  a  special  Dairies  Inspector  attached  to  the  Health 
Department,  upon  whoso  reports  applications  for  licence  are 
considered.  No  veterinary  inspection  of  dairy-stock  is, how¬ 
ever,  provided  by  the  Municipality.  This  is  a  necessary  func¬ 
tion  for  which  provision  should  be  made  forthwith.  The  whole 
problem  of  further  safeguarding  the  milk  supplies,  raw  and 
heat-treated,  including  that  of  the  eradication  of  Bovine 
Tuberculosis  in  co-operation  with  the  Union  Government,  is 
being  carefully  considered. 
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During  tho  year,  two  samples  of  milk  per  week  were  ex¬ 
amined  for  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli,  without  a  positive 
result.  No  cases  of  infectious  disease  wore  traced  to  milk- 
infection,  a  someMiat  surprising,  if  gratifying  result,  con¬ 
sidering  the  opportunities  for  contamination  which  undoubtedly 
occur,  in  the  case  of  a  foodstuff  largely  handled  by  Native 
labour,  often  indifferently  supervised. 

Applications  for  registration  in  respect  of  sixty- 
eight  promises  were  received  and  reported  on,  during  tho  year, 
viz :  - 

Europeans  45 

Indians  23  Total  68. 

Two  new  European  applications  for  licence  were  refused 
on  account  of  unsuitability  of  premises. 

Eight  European  and  six  Indian  dairymen  having  given 
satisfactory  assurances  that  they  would  carry  out  improve¬ 
ments,  amounting  in  most  of  the  cases  to  complete  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  buildings,  had  their  application  for  licence 
approved. 

Thirteen  Indian  dairy  licences  which  have  been  in 
existence  for  a  considerable  number  of  years  were  refused 
either  on  account  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  premises, 
or  the  absence  of  a  suitable  and  adequate  water  supply. 

The  total  number  of  licences  actually  granted  for  the 

current  year  was  :-

Some  twelve  dairymen  have  discontinued  business. 

During  the  year  the  following  improvements  have  been 
effected  in  licensed  dairies. 

e Durban  Corporation  water  has  been  laid  on  to

In  three  dairies  the  water  supply  has  been  im¬ 
proved  by  the  construction  of  concrete  or  brick  rainwater 

/storage . . 


storage  tanks  of  adequate  capacity,  while  a  fourth  constructed, 
a  deep  well,  properly  laid  with  brickwork  to  eliminate  the  risk 

of  surface  pollution. 


Cowsheds ; -  Four  new  cowsheds  have  been  ereoted  in  the  peri- 
Durban  area  and  in  five  dairies  new  sheds  have  been  construct- 

t 

ed  to  replace  the  existing  buildings 

Milkrooms ; -  New  milkrooms  conforming  to  requirements  have 
been  provided  at  thirteen  dairies. 

Washrooms : -  Seventeen  dairies  have  been  equipped  with  wash¬ 
rooms  for  the  washing  of  dairy  utensils. 

Slerilizlng  Apparatus;-  Threa  dairles  have  installed  high 

pressure,  steam  sterilizing  equipment,  and  two  dairies  have 
fitted  sterilizing  capinets  to  existing  boilers. 

As  pointed  out  in  a  previous  report  all  the 
dairies  are  equipped  with  sterilizing  facilities  of  some  kind. 

These  consist  chiefly  of  brick  built  boilers  which 
in  the  majority  of  cases  are  quite  suitable  for  the  treatment  of 
metal  utensils,  but  I  must  again  emphasise,  that  in  many  cases 
where  the  bottle  system  of  delivery  has  been  adopted  the 
sterilization  of  these  utensils  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

In  fact,  except  at  these  dairies,  where  special 
facilities  for  the  treatment  of  bottles  has  been  introduced, 
proper  sterilizing  of  these  containers  is  not  even  attempted, 
and  there  appears  to  be  little  prospect  of  improvement  in  this 
regard,  until  the  profosed  new  legislation  can  be  enforced. 

Co olers ; -  Four  European  dairies  have  installed  coolers  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

Servant  Housing:-  Four  Europeans  and  one  Indian  dairyman  have 
reconstructed  the  existing  accommodation  for  the  housing  of  their 
dairy  employees  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Department.  Muth, 
however,  remains  to  be  done  in  this  connection.  The  prevailing 
idea  seems  to  be  that  anything  is  good  enough  for  the  housing  of 
coloured  employees,  with  the  result  that  Indian  and  Native  ser¬ 
vants  continue  to  be  housed  in  shacks  of  inferior  typo. 

/Servants . 
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Servants  Bathing  &  Water  Closet  Accommodation:- 

Five. .-Bur  ope  an  8  and  One  Indian  dairyman  have  provided 
sanitary  conveniences  for  the  use  of  their  dairy  employees. 

Most  dairymen  admit  the  importance  of  this  matter,  but 
beyond  giving  it  a  certain  amount  of  consideration,  nothing 
definite  has  accrued,  and  imuc-h  yet  remains  to  be  done. 

Milk  Competition:- 

Following  the  practice  of  previous  years,  a  Clean  Milk 
Competition  was  again  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Durban  and 
Coast  Society  of  Agriculture  and  Industry. 

The  competition  which  was  conducted  by  this  Department 
in  conjunction  with  the  above  Society  was  open  to  all  European 
Dairymen  licensed  to  sell  milk  within  the  Borough  of  Durban. 

Fifteen  dairymen  entered  for  the  competition,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  twelve  entries  last  year,  and  four  the  previous 
year,  indicating  the  growing  interest  of  dairymen  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  clean  milk. 

The  silver  cup  presented  by  the  Durban  Town  Council 
and  Gold  Medal  presented  by  the  Agricultural  Society  to  be  award¬ 
ed  to  the  competitor  gaining  the  highest  number  of  marks,  was 
won  by  Mrs.  J.  England,  Norfolk  Dairy,  Springfield,  who  gained 

second  place  in  last  yearrs  competition. 

The  runner  up  this  year  was  Mr.  J.L.  Hendry,  Irvington 
Dairy,  Springfield,  who  was  awarded  the  Agricultural  society Ts 
Silver  Medal. 

OTHER  FOOD  SUPPLIES: 

Two  Sanitary  Inspectors  daily  attend  both  European  and 

Indian  Borough  Markets,  to  supervise  the  inward  delivery  of  meat 
and  produce  and  to  inspect  foodstuffs.  Frequent  inspections  are 
made  <kf  all  premises  where  foodstuffs  are  manufactured,  prepared 
or  sold.

&  Drugs  Act. 


The  regulations  under  the  new  Act  were  not  gazetted 

until  December.  1929,  with  effect  as  frwm  the  1st  April,  1930, 
and  this  Department  could  only  act  m  the  interim  m  respect 
of  articles  under  the  1922  regulations  of  the  Food  &  Drugs 
Act  No.  45  of  1901,  which  were  continued  in  force  until  the 
passing  of  the  new  regulations.  The  only  articles  specified 
under  the  old  regulations  were  Milk,  Cream,  3utter  ana  Cheese. 


The  Minister  of  Public  Health  has  given  the  Local 
Authority  for  this  Borough  authority  under  the  New  Act  to 
deal  with  the  articles  of  a  perishable  nature  not  contained 
in  sealed  packets,  Under  the  Old'  Act",  the  Council  had"  xuii 
authority  to  deal  with  all  foods  and  drugs.

In  order  to  maintain  continuous  supervision  over  all 
places  likely  to  become  breeding  fossae  for  mosquitoes,  one 
European  Overseer  and  two  Indian  scouts  were  employed 
throughout  the  latter  part  of  the  summer.  In  addition  to 
inspection  of  all  the  vie  is  .end  swamp  areas,  all  empty  premises 
were  regularly  visited  and  all  catchpits,  cisterns  and  other 
fittings  in  connection  with  drains  were  treated  with  larvae- 
cide  to  prevent  development  of  mosquitoes.  Receptacles  likely 
to  contain  water  were  turned  over  or  destroyed  and  any  matters 
requiring  attention  reported  to  the  o  If ice.  At  several  large 
buildings,  mosquitoes  were  found  developing  in  tanks  in  or  on 
the  roofs,  even  on  the  sixth  floor  and  steps  were  taken  to  have 
these  tanks  rendered  mosquito -proof .

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REPORT  -  MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELFARE  SECTION. 


The  Department  has  been  working  under  several  diffi¬ 
culties  during  the  past  year,  as  regards  staff.  lor  five 
years  now  there  have  been  four  health  visitors  engaged  in 
doing  Child  Welfare  work  amongst  European^  and  Coloured 
people  in  the  Borough  of  Durban.  This  last  year  on  the 
instruction  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  one  of  these  health 
visitors  gave  part  of  her  time  to  helping  the  Indian  Child 
Welfare  Society  start  Clinics  along  the  same  lines  as  have 
been  held  for  Europeans.  This  meant  that  the  other  health 
visitors  had  to  spend  more  of  their  time  in  conducting  the 
various  duties  required  of  them  at  the  Clinics  and  less  of 
their  time  in  visiting. 

During  this  year  also  one  of  the  health  visitors  was 
ill  and  off  duty  about  three  months  and  what  with  that  and 
another  three  months  taken  up  by  annual  leave  for  the  four 
members  of  the  health  visiting  staff,  the  health  visitors 
have  been  working  at  very  high  pressure. 

In  October,  1929,  a  Child  Welfare  Conference  was  held 
in  Durban.  The  Municipal  Child  Welfare  Department  gave  a 
little  exhibition  demonstrating  the  work  done  at  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  A  Model  Clinic  was  shown  and  demonstrated,  a  Goodways 
House  and  a  Badways  House  was  shown,  the  care  of  a  premature 
baby  was  demonstrated,  the  making  of  feeds  for  infants  and 
toddlers  were  shown,  including  trays  showing  life  sized 
models  of  meals  for  toddlers  in  plasticene  giving  caloric 
value,  vitamin  contents,  etc.,;  garments  suitable  for  babies 
and  toddlers  sewn  and  knitted  by  members  of  the  staff  were  on 
view,  and  a  demonstration  was  given  of  old  and  modern  methods 
of  midwifery  nursing. 

The  preparation  of  this  exhibition  took  up  a  lot  of  the 
time  of  the  whole  staff.  It  would  have  bean  an  extremely 
valuable  exhibition  to  have  kept  as  a  basis  for  lecture  demon¬ 
strations  to  school  girls,  girlv  guides,  etc.,  but  owing  to  lack 
of  space  it  could  not  be  kept  intact  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  a  great  credit  to  the  Health  Visitors  that ^in 
spite  of  all  these  extra  calls  on  their  time  the  number  of 
visits,  attendances,  etc.,  show  an  increase  to  that  of  the 
previous  year,  and  that  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  is  an  extreme¬ 
ly  1  ow  one . 

During  this  year,  people  living  outside  the  Borough 
boundaries  were  told  that  they  must  no  longer  attend  the. 
Municipal  Centre.  This,  however,  has  made  very  little  differ¬ 
ence  to  the  numbers  attending. 

ATTENDANCES  AT  THE  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  European  and  Coloured 
Clinics  during  the  year  was  22,308,  the  number  of  attendances 
at  the  Indian  Centre  was  2,057..  The  total  number  of  attendances 
was  therefore  24,365.  The  total  attendances  last  y^ar  of 
European  and  Coloured  cases  was  22,  827,  this  represents  an  in¬ 
crease  of  1,538  attendances.

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The  number  of  infants  under  one  year  attending  the  Centre 
was  1,062,  an  increase  of  27  cases  over  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  number  of  expectant  mothers  attending  the  Centre  was 
547,  compared  with  488  last  year,  an  increase  of  59  cases. 

INRANT ILE  MORTALITY. 


The  European  Infantile  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  36.99, 
a  surprisingly  low  figure. 

In  the  report  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health  in  Hew 
Zealand,  in  1929,  for  the  previous  year,  the  Director  General 
of  Health  states  -  TThe  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  36.18  per 
thousand  births.  This  constitutes  a  low  record  for  New  Zea¬ 
land  and  also  for  the  World!\ 

New  Zealand  has  for  many  years  now  boon  quoted  as  having 
the  lowest  Infantile  Death  Rate  in  the  World.  In  the  beginn¬ 
ing  of  this  century  the  rate  there  was  as  high  as  88  per 
1,000  births,  but  since  they  instituted  uniform  methods  of 
Infant  feeding  and  Care  for  the  whole  of  the  country  the  lives 
of  many  infants  have  been  spared  and  many  citizens  have  been 
saved  for  the  benefit  of  their  country.  New  Zealand  is  the 
only  country  where  there  is  a  Director  of  infant  Welfare  for 
the  whole  country  and.  the  uniformity  of  method  obtained  has 
lead  to  excellent  results. 

In  Durban  in  1920  before  the  Child  Welfare  Department 
was  started  by  the  Municipality,  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
was  90.4  per  thousand  births,  and  although  Infant  Welfare  work 
was  commenced  in  New  Zealand  many  years  before  its  inception 
here,  the  Durban  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  beginning  to  compare 
quite  favourably  with  that  of  New  Zealand;  and  I  think  we  can 
claim  that  the  Municipal  Child  Welfare  Department  has  been 
fairly  largely  responsible  for  this. . 

Of  the  36  'infant  deaths  which  occurred  last  year,  15 
of  these  took  place  in  the  first  month  of  life  and  11  of  these 
were  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

There  were  34  stillbirths  registered  during  the  year, 
i.e.  there  were  almost  as  many  stillbirths  as  there  were  deaths 
in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  stillbirth  rate  is  much  too  high 
and  that  fact  and  the  proportion  of  deaths  under  one  month  of 
age  point  to  the  necessity  of  increased  ante-natal  supervision. 

The  Department  concentrates  on  the  educational  side  of 
the  problem  of  Infant  Reeding.  All  parents  are  advised  that 
they  should  have  their  children  kept  under  regular  medical 
supervision  even  when  apparently  quite  well.  They  are  told 
that  there  is  a  Municipal  Department  whose  object  is  to  give 
advice  in  the  feeding  and  care  of  infants  and  young  children, 
but  are  told  that  this  Centre  is  not  a  place  for  those  who  can 
afford  to  get  the  same  attention  elsewhere.  Those  who  can  afford 
to  do  so  are  strongly  advised  to  take  their  babies  regularly  to 
their  own  medical  adviser.  *ino order  to  ‘  obtain  this  very  important 
instruction  and  not  to  wain  until  their  oabies  are  .ill  to  take 
them  for  advice.

Durban  to  the  interest  the  better  olass  mothers  have  taken 
in  our  work.  When  they  think  the  educational  advioe  givon 
in  this  Department  will  be  of  help  to  them  they  do  not  hesi- 
tete  to  come,  and  sit  with  whoever  else  may  be  there  and 
wa  t  their  turn  as  the  others  do,  to  get  it,  and  these 
mothers  not  only  make  use  of  the  advioe  thorns divas  but  spread 
the  methods  amongst  their  poorer  acquaintances* 


A D  TH - DA  TAD  CLINICS, 

The  ante-natal  clinics  held  by  this  Department  have 
been  well  attended,  547  mothers  having  been  dealt  with  in 
comparison  with  488  last  year.  The  Maternity  Pupils  from 
adding ton  Hospital  have  attended  these  clinics  and  had 
practise  in  examining  such  cases  under  the  supervision  of 
myself  &nd  the  Municipal  Midwife.  They  have  also  accompanied 
the  Municipal  Midwife  to  all  the  cases  attended  on  tho  dis¬ 
trict  and  had  instruction  from  her  in  this  work. 

The  Municipal  Midwife  attended  150  cases,  an  increase 
of  79  cases  from  last  year.  There  were  no  Maternal  Deaths 
anti.no  serious  maternal  complications.

MATERNAL _ MORTALITY. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  R&te  is  4.11.  Very  little 
reduction  can  be  expected  in  this  until  there  is  a  Maternity 
Hospital  for  the  Borough. 

It  is  interesting  in  this  connection  to  note  that 
the  Government  Committee  on  Maternal  Mortality  which  has 
very  recently  met  to  discuss  the  problem  of  decreasing  tho 
Maternal  Mortality  in  England,  state  that  48  per  cent,  of 
the . deaths  which  occur  could  be  prevented.  They  recommend 
an  improved  and  extended  course  of  instruction  in  midwifery 
for  medical  students,  and  express  the  opinion  that  a  uniform 
service  should  be  organised  by  tho  Ministry  of  Health  in 
which  hospitals,  clinics,  specialists,  midwives,  general 
practitioners  and  local  authorities  should  co-operate.  They 
state  that  the  scheme  should  provide  for  all  persons  unable 
to  procure  adequate  medical  attention  by  private  arrangements.

Weeks  of  constant  attention  have  to  be  given  to 
such  baoies  when  they  come  to  our  notice,  not  only  to  counter¬ 
act  the  obstinate  constipation  which  has  been  set  up  but  to 
keep  assuring  the  mother  that  the  constipation  is  not  a  result 
of  some  de f ic iency  in  the  breast  njilk  which  necessitates 
artificial  feeding.  Mothers  who  have  had  instruction  in  our 
Department  frequently  ask  their  nurses  not  to  give  the  baby 
castor  oil,  but  it  should  not  be  necessary  for  such  requests 
to  come  from  the  mothers.

Dominating  the  whole  question  of  housing  for 
Non-Europeans,  is  the  absolute  limitation  of  space  available  for

A  Housing  Survey  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain-

The  housing  conditions  of  this  section  have  not  been 
materially  approved  since  the  date  of  last  Report.  Horseley  Road 
Housing  Scheme  No.  11,  originally  intended  for  Coloured  occupation, 
was  not  taken  up  by  Coloured  people,  -  apparently  on  account  of 

prejudice  on  the  ground  of  segregation  -  and  was  ultimately  occupied 
by  Europeans. 

2.  Natives. 


In  the  absence  of  any  scheme  for  Native  Housirg  the 
position  naturally  tends  to  worsen*  The  premises  at  115,  Stamford 
Hill  Road  -  cited  last  year  as  an  extreme  example  of  European  over¬ 
crowding  -  is  today  occupied  by  ten  native  families,  who  have 
replaced  the  six  ’poor  white’  families  formerly  in  occupation.
